A suggestion for the solution of 
the Polish corridor problem, which 
would in any other country have been 


| regarded as a silly-season proposition, 


has met with serious comment in Ger- 
many. Count Coudenhove-Calergi, 
the zealous supporter of the [Tan- 
European idea and an ardent pacifist, 
has drawn up plans for constructing 
a tunnel under the corridor. He be- 
gins with giving Danzig beck to Ger- 
many—a burning question at the mo- 
ment, when Danzig’s economic exist- 
ence is threatened by the new Polish 
port of Gdingen. he eastern half 
of the corridor, peopled principally 
by Germans, would be returned to 
Germany, the western half to remain 
Polish. Poland would, however, re- 
tain the right to use Danzig harbor 
without fee. 

From Dirschau to Gdingen there 
would be a canal entirely in Polish 
hands. Two Swiss engineers, M. 
Jules and Charles Jaeger, have helped 
ta evolve further plans for a railway 
line and automobile road running from 
east to west across the corridor, which 
would unite the two parts of Ger- 
many still s¢parated by the division 
of the corridor .into two halves, and 
Which - would remain entirely under 
German administration. 

Supposing, as it but all too pos- 
Bible, that Poland still objects to this 
idea. as her approach to the sea 
would be eut off by this traverse rail- 
way line and motor traffic road, there 
would remain nothing for it but to 
construct them underground. 

The corridor tunnel, it is argued, 
would be’ considerably cheaper and 
serve possibly a more practical pur- 
pose than the much-debated channel 
tunnel. Count Coudenhove-Calergi is 
hoping to bring the question nearer 
concrete form by calling together a 
symposium of the best heads in Ger- 
many and Poland, and in any case, 
believes that he has brought the prob- 
lem nearer solution by offering at 
ast a concrete technical, rather than 
a purely political plan. Whether the 
count’s plan succeeds or not, the cor- 
ridor question has to be solved some 
day.
